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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a flat four-input floating point 
adder for adding four floating point numbers having a combination of elements as recited in the 
claims including means for partially sorting the floating point numbers based on sign-bit and the 
exponent portions of the floating point numbers, said sorting means outputting sorted mantissas, 
sorted exponents, and sorted sign-bits, and carry-in generation means for outputting carry-in data 
based on said sorted sign-bits and mantissas. The claimed invention is statutory subject matter 
because the claims recite an apparatus having a specific physical structure, and having as at least 
practical application in graphic processing as disclosed in the background of the invention. 
Therefore, the claimed invention is not directed to either an abstract ideal or a preemption. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
